AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That, except as provided in
22 Section 3 of this Act, the standards enacted under this Act shall be applicableto a
23 data collection form that is created or revised after the effective date of this Act, and
24 the standards shall be applicableto all data collection forms no later than January 1,
25 2002.

27 applicableto al data collection forms for schools, school systems, and the State

28 Department of Education [no later than] BY July 1, [2003] 2006, OR BY THE DATE

29 ESTABLISHED BY THE UNITED STATES DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION, WHICHEVER
30 OCCURS SOONER.
